The story of the “eight year 
high school war” fought 
by 
friends of education in Arling­ 
ton Heights from 1914 to 1922, 
was graphically told in the ded­ 
ication program. 
The story is 
being reprinted here for the ben­ 
efit of those who missed ’the 
program. 
The author, George K. Volz, 
was secretary of the high school 
board during that period. 
His 
account follows: 
Few 
patrons 
attending 
the 
dedication ceremonies of the new 
High School addition are fami­ 
liar with the history of the cre­ 
ation of High School 
District 
214. 
Prior to the year 1914 Arling­ 
ton Heights School District 25 
conducting 
the 
ninth, 
tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth grades as 
a high school in the old gram­ 
mar school building on the north 
side. 
The Board of Education 
found it difficult to take care 
of these extra grades and de­ 
cided to call together some of 
the prominent citizens and dis­ 
cuss the matter of creating a 
high school district. 
The question of forming 
a 
district under the Township Law 
or the 
Community Law was 
thoroughly discussed, and it was 
decided to form a community 
district composed of parts 
of 
Wheeling and Elk Grove Town­ 
ships and two farm sections in 
Palatine Township upon which 
is now located the famous race 
track. 
In April, 1914, an election was 
called to create this district. The 
opposition to the proposition was 
very 
strong 
and 
the 
contest 
brought out practically all of 
the voters. 1,269 votes were cast 
As the Woman’s Suffrage Act 
had not been validated by the 
Supreme Court, it was neces­ 
sary to keep the men’s 
and 
women’s votes separated. 
More 
men voted against than for the 
proposition, but with the wom­ 
en's votes it carried by a mar­ 
gin of 16. 
The opposition con­ 
tested the results of the election. 
There were 17 blank ballots, and 
the opposition claimed the prop­ 
osition lost by one vote; how­ 
ever, the court before which this 
was taken decided that the elec­ 
tion carried. Later the Supreme 
Court ruled that the Woman’s 
Suffrage Act was invalid and,J 
therefore, the election was lost. 


A short time later the Supreme 
Court reversed its decision and 
declared the Act valid, and so 
High School District 214 again 
became a legal district 
Then followed a decision by 
the Supreme Court 
that 
tha 
School Act under which the dis­ 
trict was created was invalid. 
This made the Arlington Heights 
High School District, 
together 
with 80 such districts in Illinois, 
all illegal. 
The next step was to have the 
Illinois Legislature validate these 
81 districts. 
A bill was intro­ 
duced in the Legislature to do 
this. 
Unfortunately the attor­ 
ney for the opposition was in 
Springfield on another mission 
at this time. 
When he learned 
that this bill was up for its sec­ 
ond reading, he acted immedi­ 
ately and was 
successful 
in 
having an amendment attached 
to it excluding Arlington Heights 
Township High School District 
214 on the basis that the district 
was not 
conducting a high 
school. 
The Board of Education 
again went before the Supreme 
Court. 
It showed that it en­ 
gaged teachers 
and 
furnished 
classroom space made available 
to it by School District 25. This 
satisfied the Supreme Court, and 
High 
School District 214 was 
validated. 
Thus, 
through 
the 
whole­ 
hearted cooperation of 
School 
District 25 and the untiring ef­ 
forts of the High School Board 
members, consisting of Theodore 
Militzer, President; George K. 
Volz, Secretary; Herman Garms, 
George Klehm and Fred Brad­ 
ley, High School District 214 was 
finally a reality after eight tur­ 
bulent years of litigation. 
In 1922 the Board 
adopted 
plans for a building consisting 
of an auditorium, a gymnasium 
and nine classrooms. It was er­ 
ected at a cost of $150,000, and 
many predicted that it would be 
years before the full capacity 
of the building would be used. 
Now, after 30 years have passed, 
through the hard work of suc­ 
ceeding Boards of Education and 
the cooperation of the patrons 
of the District, there have been 
added 
four 
large 
additions. 
Through the efficient adminis­ 
tration of our present superin­ 
tendent and faculty, we 
new 
have 
one of the best 
high 
schools in the state of Illinois.

for making this recipe. To raise 
the dough, she sets the 
oven 
temperature at 500 degrees 
and 
turns it on for three 
minutes. 
She then turns the heat off and 
daces the bowl of dough in the 
oven for an hour to an hour and 
half, or until the dough has 
doubled in bulk. 
For the liquid, one cup 
of 
scalded milk and one cup of 
uke warm water is listed in the 
.ngredients. 
Yqu may substitute 
X)tato water for the regular wat­ 
er, or all milk may be used. 
After the dough has risen once 
and is punched down into a rec­ 
tangular shape, the dough may 
ye cut into three parts length 
wise to make 60 tea rolls, 
or 
may be cut into 
three 
parts 
crosswise to make 45 
regular- 
size rolls. 
Miss Johnston has this recipe 
“down pat,” 
Try it and you’ll 
have rolls that can’t be beat for 
lavor and goodness. 
Cinnamon Rolls 
2 small squares yeast 
I cup scalded milk 
I cup lukewarm water 
H cup butter or shortening 
of your choice 
2/3 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 eggs 
Vs cup lemon juice 
I teaspoon nutmeg 
7 cups (2 lbs.) sifted flour 
Put part of sugar (about two 
tablespoons) over yeast in sinai 
dish and allow to liquify. 
Cream butter, remaining sugar 
and salt After it is thoroughly 
creamed add eggs, beating we! 
after each addition. 
Add lemon 
juice and nutmeg. 
Beat in the liquid and 
then 
add the liquified yeast 
Keep 
the mixer going slowly 
while 
adding three cups 
flour. 
Mix 
welL 
Remove the dough from 
the 
electric mixer and add remain 
ing flour. 
Knead until smooth 
and elastic. 
Makes a medium 
soft dough. Dough should be as 
soft as possible without 
being 
sticky. 
Place in a greased bowl, c o t 
er, and let it raise in a 
warm 
place until dough is double 
in 
bulk. 
Punch down dough on a well 
floured board and make a 
rec- 
tagle of it. Cut into three parts 
(lengthwise for tea rolls, cross­ 
wise for regular-size rolls.) 
Brush each section with butter, 
sprinkle with sugar and 
cinna­ 
mon, and roll as for a jelly roll. 
Cut rolls into one-inch 
pieces. 
Each strip makes 15 large rolls. 
Dip each piece into melted but­ 
ter and then into a cinnamon and 
sugar mixture.

WHY $3 0 0 .0 0 0 ????? 
A few y ears ago the village 
of Palatine built a supposedly 
up to date sewer disposal plant 
at a cost of around $300,000 and 
is pay ing for it by sewer rental 
sends, the money for which 
is 
raised by a heavy tax for the 
rental of the sewer. 
This tax is based upon 
the 
water consumption and results 
in a heavy sewer bill for every 
water user. 
But what are 
we 
getting for the money ? 
It was recently disclosed that 
after a rain the sewer which runs 
along next to the creek gets so 
filled up with water filtering into 
it that the whole flow of 
the 
sewer has to be by -passed at tne 
treatm ent plant and is dumped 
directly into the 
creek. 
;}1S 
dumps raw sewerage into 
tne 
lands beneath the sewer plant, 
fills up the nooks of the creek 
with a smelly mess of contam­ 
inating sewage which is a health 
menace to the whole locality be­ 
low the plant. 
Now it develops that the so- 
called “lift station” out at Rohl- 
wing road which is supposed to 
pump the Palanois park sewage 
into a connecting main and force 
it over into the main sewer sy s­ 
tem hasn’t been doing a whole 
lot of lifting, apparently , since it 
was installed and therefore 
tne 
Palanois Park sewage is, during 
a large share of the time, being 
dumped raw and untreated mto 
the ditch which empties into bait 
creek east of the village, contam­ 
inating that creek and endanger­ 
ing the health of the people a- 
long that branch of the creek, in­ 
cluding the Arlington Park race 
track which annually entertains 
hundreds of thousands of visitors 
at their race meetings. 
Reports of the stench 
along 
that ditch and the swamp land 
into which it empties along the 
creek have been repeatedly made 
by hunters and other 
persons 
who have visited the area. 
It now develops from reliable 
reports that that lift station has­ 
n’t been doing what it’s supposed 
to do ever since its installation. 
So after spending $300,000 
and 
socking the residents of the vil­ 
lage husky sewer rental 
bills,

with a lot of raw sewage being

can steal a few eggs from the 
nests, but the birds are on 
the 
lookout and no sooner does 
squirrel get near a nest than the 
lookout sounds a warning 
and 
three or four birds will be after 
Mr. Squirrel like a flash. 
TTiis is particularly true of the 
starlings, who like to nest in 
lollow limbs; but blue jay s, rob­ 
ins and sparrows are also often 
seen giving the squirrels a bad 
time when they get too close to 
Uhe nesting bird’s home. 


Train young tree 
by pruning over 
number of years 


Trees, like children, should be 
trained and 
disciplined 
when 
they are very y oung. 
This is 
best accomplished 
by 
pruning 
saplings during the 
formative 
y ears. 
Almost every amateur horti­ 
culturist knows/ the 
value 
of 
drastic pruning for the newly 
planted tree or shrub. 
But few 
realize the great need for fol­ 
low-up 
pruning. 
Consequently , 
trees frequently grow up as dis­ 
tinct disappointments to owners, 
say s B. L. Brittain, field repre- 
senative of the Davey Tree Ex­ 
pert Co. 
They may have struc­ 
tural weaknesses, may interfere 
with walks and paths and may 
have branches too low for es­ 
tablishment of good lawns. 
Continued and careful pruning 
for some y ears after transplant­ 
ing often is essential if the tree 
is to reach m aturity as a well- 
developed and structurally strong 
plant. 
For the home 
grounds, 
high-branched, lawn-ty pe speci­ 
mens may be 
desired. 
These 
should be “raised” gradually dur­ 
ing the formative y ears. Raising 
simply means 
removing 
lower 
branches. 
In this 
way , 
long 
clean trunks 
are 
established 
without need for later pruning or 
removal of major lateral branch­ 
es. 
At the same time, structural 
weaknesses are eliminated with­ 
out deforming the tree. The need 
for cables and other mechanical 
supports for m ature trees is often 
a direct result 
of 
inadequate 
pruning during early y outh. 
Strategic pruning also is desir­ 
able for blooming shrubs. Proper 
maintenance 
c ut t i ng , starting 
when plants are small, will keep 
shrubs attracive for y ears with­ 
out impairing quality and quan

As a community grows, 
so 
must the fire fighting facili­ 
ties of the community . 
At present, little thought is 
probably given by municipal 
authorities to provisions for 
fire prevention in the buildings 
for which permits are issued. 
The editorial follows: 
“Construction of large office 
buildings and super-markets in 
small towns or semi-rural areas 
introduces « problem both for 
underwriters and for local fire 
departments. 
A building code 
and a fire departm ent set up to 
deal with the small mercantile 
risk and a residence area be­ 
comes suddenly of little or no 
value when an attem pt is made 
to apply them to the phy sical 
and value concentration in the 
large office building or the su­ 
per-market. 
‘The foresighted village, town­ 
ship or town would do well to 
set up some standards of con­ 
struction and fire protection to 
apply to some of these concen­ 
trated fire risks before they ac­ 
tually get ready to move into 
a community . 
Thus a fire de­ 
partm ent which is ample to deal 
with the small mercantile risks 
and the dwelling houses normal­ 
ly found in the town or semi- 
rural area becomes just about 
helpless when called upon to 
deal with a fire in a 5- or 10- 
story building or w ith 
a fire 
which has a chance to spread 
immediately over the wide areas 
of the super-market. 
There is 
nothing more illogical than that 
the taxpay ers in one of these ar­ 
eas should be called upon to pro­ 
vide the kind of fire departm ent 
sufficient to cope with a fire in 
the larger risk when that larger 
risk is introduced by one busi­ 
ness or property owner. 
It is 
up to that business or property 
owner to provide the 
modem 
means of self protection such as 
automatic alarm sy stems, auto­ 
matic sprinklers, careful watch­ 
man service and the other pro­ 
tective and preventive methods 
which help to bring the large 
risk into the same fire control­ 
lable possibility of the average 
risk in the community . 
It is an 
imposition upon the local tax­ 
pay ers if they are expected to 
provide the kind of fire depart­ 
ment that could hope to straggle 
succecssfully against a fire in 
what would be a monster phy si­ 
cal and value concentration. 
“Seemingly no suburban area 
today can count itself free from 
entry of the big super-m arket or 
the large office building. 
Thus 
forehanded action becomes just 
about the only preventive 
to 
safeguard the community against 
exorbitant demands for muni­ 
cipal protection for the benefit 
of a single taxpay er. 
Very of­ 
ten the insurance man in the 
community will be the only one 
there who can foresee coming 
demands for fire protection from 
the large risk that does not fit 
the average exposure in the ar­ 
ea, and urge appropriate action.” 


As y ou know, the swollen Mis­

makes this impossible. 
And we 
think that many others will wel­ 
come a chance to pay tribute to 
our noble neighbors;—by extend­ 
ing a helping hand to them. 
With this thought 
in 
mind, 
Council Bluffs civic leaders have 
established a “Good Samaritan 
Fund;”—dedicated to the relief 
of 
these 
flood-stricken 
Iowa 
communities. 
Persons contribut­ 
ing one dollar or more will re­ 
ceive a Souvenir Sandbag 
in 
appreciation for their financial 
assistance. 
This campaign is being con­ 
ducted with the 
endorsement 
and complete cooperation of the 
American Red Cross, and 
the 
proceeds will be turned over to 
its Disaster Organization for flood 
relief in the Iowa area. 
I beg to bring this drive to 
the attention of y our entire citi­ 
zenry and to urge them to lend 
their financial support to this 
humanitarian cause.

Otto E. Schwartz, 515 S. Bel­ 
mont ave., Arlington Heights, 
who is Chicago manager of the 
National Underwriter, a national 
nsurance magazine, has sent to 
Paddock Publications for pos­ 
sible reproduction an editorial 
that appeared in the May 22 is­ 
sue of that magazine. 
Whether or not the situation 
outlined in the editorial will 
exist in the immediate future 
in Arlington Heights, it is wor­ 
thy of the attention of local 
officials and fire departments. 
As a community grows, 
so 
must the fire fighting facili­ 
ties of the community. 
At present, little thought is 
probably given by municipal 
authorities to provisions for 
fire prevention in the buildings 
for which permits are issued. 
The editorial follows: 
“Construction of large office 
buildings and super-markets in 
small towns or semi-rural areas 
introduces rn problem both for 
underwriters and for local fire 
departments. 
A building code 
and a fire department set up to 
deal with the small mercantile 
risk and a residence area be­ 
comes suddenly of little or no 
value when an attempt is made 
to apply them to the physical 
and value concentration in the 
large office building or the su­ 
per-market. 
“The foresighted village, town­ 
ship or town would do well to 
set up some standards of con­ 
struction and fire protection to 
apply to some of these concen­ 
trated fire risks before they ac­ 
tually get ready to move into 
a community. 
Thus a fire de­ 
partment which is ample to deal 
with the small mercantile risks 
and the dwelling houses normal­ 
ly found in the town or semi­ 
rural area becomes just about 
helpless when called upon to 
deal with a fire in a 5- or 10- 
story building or with a fire 
which has a chance to spread 
immediately over the wide areas 
of the super-market. 
There is 
nothing more illogical than that 
the taxpayers in one of these ar­ 
eas should be called upon to pro­ 
vide the kind of fire department 
sufficient to cope with a fire in 
the larger risk when that larger 
risk is introduced by one busi­ 
ness or property owner. 
It is 
up to that business or property 
owner to provide the 
modem 
means of self protection such as 
automatic alarm systems, auto­ 
matic sprinklers, careful watch­ 
man service and the other pro­ 
tective and preventive methods 
which help to bring the large 
risk into the same fire control­ 
lable possibility of the average 
risk in the community. It is an 
imposition upon the local tax­ 
payers if they are expected to 
provide the kind of fire depart­ 
ment that could hope to struggle 
successfully against a fire in 
what would be a monster physi­ 
cal and value concentration. 
“Seemingly no suburban area 
today can count itself free from 
entry of the big super-market or 
the large office building. Thus 
forehanded action becomes just 
about the only preventive 
to 
safeguard the community against 
exorbitant demands for muni­ 
cipal protection for the benefit 
of a single taxpayer. 
Very of­ 
ten the insurance man in the 
community will be the only one 
there who can foresee coming 
demands for fire protection from 
the large risk that does not fit 
the average exposure in the ar­ 
ea, and urge appropriate action.”

Field Cured Hay Takes Second 
Place on Menus of Dairy Cows

Thi* unit eonelfts of an especially 
constructed box , and equipment to 
heat and deliv er a large v olume of 


lateral ducts laid on the mow floor, 
or a slatted platform built a few 
laches abov e the mow floor. In both 
eases, the duets or false, slatted floor 
are connected to a central chamber 
into which air is blown by fans at a 
minimum rate of 15 cubic feet per 
minute for each square foot of mow 
floor area. No more then 6 feet of 
hay should be placed on the sy stem 
et one time, and the total amount to 
be cured should not ex eeed a max i­ 
mum of 19 feet

Bay should be cut after the dew 
has dried off the plants. It is partially 
cured in the fleld and “ finished" in 
the storage structure. Partial curing 
may take only 4 to 6 hours if the 
weather is right; longer if conditions 
ere 1ms fav orable. One rule of thumb 
is to place hay on tha curing sy stem 
when the top lay er in the swath is 
almost dry enough to shatter. Its 
moisture content then should be down 
to about 40%. When curing is com­ 
pleted, the content will drop to 20%— 
a safe storage mark. 
Hay , whether finished with heated 
or unheated air, remains leafy and 
retains most of its green eolor in stor­ 
age, Its feeding v alue is rated from 
on« to two grades abov e the same 
» quality of fleld cured hay . As e result, 
cows eat more of it and their milk 
production increases accordingly .

Barn curing of hay with unheated 
air, howev er, still seems to be fav ored 
by most fanners. Such sy stems v ary 
in design and should be "tailored to 
fit" the storage shelter where hay is 
to be flnished^Often they are built by 
farm labor, with adv ice from power 
suppliers, dealers or county agent*.

“The p resent shortage of p ota­ 
toes in retail stores is a 
direct 
resu lt of the interference of OPS 
controls

marketing,” Shu man said. “Price 
ceilings on p otatoes were fix ed 
at su ch lev els as to discou rage 
farmers from p lanning for 
the 
early market. The situ ation was 
fu rther aggrav ated 
by 
black 
markets wnich go hand in hand 
with p rice controls. A few short 
months ago, tha p rice of p otatoes 
was su p p orted by the gov ernment 
at u nrealistically 
high 
lev els. 
The resu lt was ov erp rodu ction 
with resu ltant loss to the gov ­ 
ernment and the destru ction 
of 
thou sands of bu shels of su rp lu s 
p otatoes.

"CONGRESS discontinu ed the 
p rice su p p ort p rogram for p ota­ 
toes then, bu t au thorized the ex ­ 
tension of OPS p rice and wage 
controls. 
We now hav e the ra­ 
ther ridicu lou s situ ation of p rice 
ceilings being imp osed at su ch a 
lev el as to discou rage the p ro­ 
du ction of p otatoes and thu s re­ 
mov e normal su p p lies of 
this 
essential food from the 
grocery 
store cou nter. 
“By now it shou ld be obv iou s 
to ev ery one 
that 
gov ernment 
p rice fix ing will not work. We 
nav e today written to all of the 
cou nty farm bu reau leaders and 
cou nty farm bu reau organizations 
asking them to join in a deter­ 
mined effort to eliminate p rice 
and wage controls from the De­ 
fense Produ ction Act which ex ­ 
p ires Ju ne 30. 
“In ou r op inion, this ia 
the 
only way to av oid shortages and 
black markets similar to the p res­ 
ent situ ation with p otatoes.

p rices of p ractically 
all 
food 
commodities are now well below 
the ceiling lev els. 
There 
will 
nev er be a better time to abolish 
p rice and wage controls. They 
hav e p rov en to be a failu re and 
a delu sion.”

Insulation without sn adequate 
vapor barrier can increase moist­ 
ure troubles in farmhouse walls. 
Keith 
Hinchcliff, 
extension 
farm housing specialist at 
the 
Illinois college of agriculture, says 
that 
sometimes 
condensation 
trouble will show up in the form 
of pooling paint on tho outside 
of your house. 
Sometimes, however, it’s not 
that obvious. 
In 
some 
cases 
moisture will condense only in 
the stud spaces end increase con­ 
ditions for decay inside the walls. 
Hinchcliff quotes from a pub­ 
lication of the forest 
products 
laboratory: ‘‘The amount of con­ 
densation that can develop with­ 
in a wall depends upon the resis­ 
tance of intervening materials to 
vapor transfusion, differences in 
vapor pressure, and time. Ordin­ 
ary plaster and lath have com­ 
paratively low resistance." 
PROBLEMS OF condensation 
are solved in new construction 
with between-the-walls insulation 
these days by installing a vapor 
barrier of paper or metal under 
the lath. Hinchcliff says. Stop­ 
ping condensation in old houses 
where insulation is blown in is 
complicated by the difficulty of 
installing an adequate vapor bar­ 
rier. 
Aluminum or rubber besa or 
oil paint on the inside walls will 
help. Two coats of this paint art 
best, but one coat of aluminum 
paint plus one coat of oil-base 
wall paint will help. Gloss and 
semigloss wall 
paints 
provide 
more protection than flat 
wall 
paints. Water-base paints are no 
protection at all against passage 
of water vapor. 
So-called water-proofed insu­ 
lation does not necessarily stop 
the flow of vapor.

markets which go hand in hand 
with price control*. A few short 
months ego, the price of potatoes

The result was overproduction 
with resultant loss to tha gov­ 
ernment and the destruction of 
thousands of bushels of surplus 
potatoes. 
"CONGRESS discontinued the 
price support program for pota­ 
toes then, but authorized the ex­ 
tension of OPS price and wage 
controls.

Smaller trees seen 
more desirable 
for city streets 


Modern home architecture, fea­ 
turing one-story ranch types and 
bungalows, is setting a new trend 
in street trees. 
The one-story 
house no longer requires a three- 
story tree. 
For new and future 
communities, street trees will be 
smaller and cheaper to maintain 
than the towering elms and ma- 
oles of the past. Such trees wnl 
help city and 
town 
planning 
boards create better and more or­ 
derly communities. 
The major stumbling block in 
the smaller tree program is the 
public concept that shade trees 
must be large enough to domin­ 
ate street, yards 
and 
homes. 
That’s the opinion of R. G. Car­ 
michael, field representativ e of 
the Dav ey Tree Expert Co., who 
urges municipal 
authorities 
to 
educate citizens to the 
proper 
functions of the street tree. 
In the days of the horse and 
buggy, big wide-spreading trees 
were a protectiv e 
mantle 
for 
beast and driv er. Modern roads, 
buildings and 
ov erhead 
wires 
hav e made liv ing conditions ex­ 
tremely difficult for

giant. 
It gets hardly 
enough 
food or water. It often fouls up 
public utility wires and disrupts 
electrical serv ices, cracks 
side­

growth, obscures traffic signals 
and requires extensiv e pruning 
operations for pedestrian 
and 
motorist safety. 
The expert says it will be far 
cheaper to maintain these

Among those now 
gracing the streets of some oi 
our cities and towns are selected 
species of the English 
maple,

$ 35.24. 
OLD AGE pensioners number­ 
ed 114,495, a decline of 0.4 per 
cent from February, and 4.1 per 
cent from a v ear ago. Pension 
payments of $ 5,559,834 for 
the 
month were one per cent higher 
than in February but one per 
cent less than the amount paid 
in March, 1951. 
Av erage 
pay­

Smaller trees seen 
more desirable 
for city streets 


Modem home architecture, fea­ 
turing one-story ranch types and 
bungalows, is setting a new trend 
in street trees. 
The one-story 
house no longer requires a three- 
story tree. For new and future 
communities, street trees will be 
smaller and cheaper to maintain 
than the towering elms and ma­ 
ples of the past Such trees will 
help city and 
town 
planning 
boards create better and more or­ 
derly communities. 
The major stumbling block in 
| the smaller tree program is the 
public concept that shade trees 
must be large enough to domin­ 
ate street yards 
and 
homes. 
That’s the opinion of R. G. Car­ 
michael, field representative of 
the Davey Tree Expert Co., who 
urges municipal 
authorities 
to 
educate citizens to the 
proper 
functions of the street tree. 
In the days of the horse and 
buggy, big wide-spreading trees 
were a protective 
mantle 
for 
beast and driver. Modern roads, 
buildings and 
overhead 
wires 
have made living conditions ex­ 
tremely difficult for 
the 
tree 
giant. 
It gets hardly 
enough 
food or water. It often fouls up 
public utility wires and disrupts 
electrical services, cracks 
side­ 
walks 
and 
curbs 
with 
root 
growth, obscures traffic signals 
and requires extensive pruning 
operations fbr pedestrian 
and 
motorist safety. 
The expert says it will be far 
cheaper to maintain these 
new 
smaller types. Among those now 
gracing the streets of some OI 
our cities and towns are selected 
species of the English 
maple, 
flowering crabapple, little leaf 
linden, Chinese 
corktree 
and 
mimosa or silk tree. Choice de­ 
pends largely upon 
soil 
and 
climate.

March public aid rolls showed 
an overall decline of 0.3 per cent 
in number of recipients and an 
increase of about one per cent 
in payments as compared with 
February. 
General assistance (relief) rolls, 
numbering 65,074 persons, 
de­ 
clined 
1.1 
per 
cent 
during 
March, and were 20.6 percent be­ 
low March, 1951. Payments 
of 
$2,292,995 were 1.8 per cent over 
February, but 7.8 per cent below 
the same months last year. The 
average payment per person was 
$35.24. 
OLD AGE pensioners number­ 
ed 114,495, a decline of 0.4 per 
cent from February, and 4.1 per 
cent from a year ago. Pension 
payments of $5,559,834 for 
the 
month were one per cent higher 
than in February but one per 
cent less than the amount paid 
in March, 1951. 
Average 
pay­ 
ment was $48.58. 
Blind assistance continued 
a 
steady decline during March with 
4,103 persons receiving assistance 
of $225,257, an average of $54.90 
per person. 
The number under the aid to 
dependent children program in­ 
creased 0.5 
per 
cent 
during 
March. The total was 83,866, of 
whom 31,047 were in the down­ 
state area. This number was one 
per cent below the ADC rolls of 
March, 1951. The downstate to­ 
tal was the lowest for any March 
since th® beginning of the pro­ 
gram in 1941.

Peterson in his “Birds Over 


America” states that southeart- 
cm Arizona has more varieties 
of nesting birds than any other 
locality in this 
country. 
This 


sounded to us like a 
birders 


paradise and we made our en­ 
trance into this land through 
the little town of Portal. 
Portal is situated 
about 
70 


miles northeast of Douglas, Ariz., 
near the New Mexican state line. 
Few maps show it. The settle­ 
ment lies at the mouth of Cave 
Creek Canyon where it debouch­ 
es onto the desert floor from out 
of the Chiricahua (pronounced 
cheery-cow) mountains. 
The town 
consists 
of 
two 


stores built under two enormous 
spreading sycamore trees, a small 
postoffice, an adobe school house, 
a gas pump and several 
small 


homes hidden under the trees 
up the canyon. The atmosphere 
is uncontaminated western. 
No 


dudes or tourists were obvious; 
no postcards or souvenirs were 
there to tempt any. The store­ 
keepers were more interested in 
conversation than in sales. 
AS IF TO CONFIIW our high 


hopes for good birding, we im­ 
mediately met an older couple 
who had just come for the same 
purpose. 
They were the Lock- 


erbies from 
Salt 
Lake 
City. 


Forty years ago he had worked 
as an itinerant photographer in 
the mining camps and 
saloons 


throughout Arizona 
and 
into 


Mexico. This trip was to renew 
old memories, look at birds and 
do a bit of picking around 
as 


they were also rock hounds, 
\^ ile the women folks were 


stocking up on supplies Charlie 
and I started birding back 
of 


the store in the dried creek b ^ . 
Almost at once I saw five dif­ 
ferent birds entirely new to me. 
In that area we totaled 22 spe- 


cid, til but two being new to 
us. The kids in the meantime, 
what with 
the 
morning 
ride 


through the desert and the heat 
of mid-day, lolled around in the 
car and took little interest 
in 


anything. All they wanted to do 
was to go swimming. Upon in­ 
quiry we found that at the head 
of tile canyon 
was 
a 
camp 


ground and a pool of water form­ 
ed by a 
dam. 
This 
sounded 


good to them and oft we went 
up a rocky road through 
the 


canyon. 
WE ARRIVED there 
hungry 


about two in the afternoon in­ 
tending to eat and set up camp. 
To our great disappointment we 
found the pool 
unappetizingly 


full of green algae, tiie camp 
ground uneven, hot and dusty 
mder a thin shade, and not 
a 


ijreeze stirring. The kids sat on 
>enches with their heads in their 
lands—a picture of utter dejec- 
;ion. 
We decided to drive up higher 


o a place called Rustler Park, 
lustier Park lies at an elevation 
of over 8000 feet and as a con­ 
sequence was about fifteen de­ 
grees cooler than Portal 
some 


3500 feet lower and 
seventeen 


wisting mountain-road miles a- 
way. The drive afforded excel­ 
lent views of forested mountain 
slopes, salmon-pink granite es­ 
carpments and the tawny New 
:siexican desert fading away into 
farther purple ranges. 
RUSTLER PARK is a couple 


of 
large 
mountain 
meadows, 


clothed with the fading blooms 
of wild 
iris, 
surroimded 
by 


slopes covered with large Pon­ 
derosa' pine and 
Douglas 
fir, 


some with diameters of over four 
feet 
Under the trees bracken 


and blue lupine grew in 
pro­ 
fusion. 
A spring of cold water 


was at hand. Save for a ranger 
living out of sight in the area, 
we had the place to ourselves. 
Here again we met the Locker- 
bies and camped and birded with 
them for five days. 
As usual the kids set out to 


explore the mountain slopes. As 
dusk fell the 
boys 
appeared. 


They said Mary had taken 
trail that led to Barfoot Lookout 
wherever that was. We knew i 
would be dark before she coulc 
return and we had no idea how 
she would find the turnoff on the 
trail to get back to camp. Jus' 
as we were getting ready to se 
out to look for her, a cowboy on 
horseback followed by a train of 
four pack mules laden with wat­ 
er canisters came winding down 
toward camp. He politely asked if 
we were the people who had a 
blonde daughter and said tha 
the folks at the lookout would 
see that she got back to camp

Bird Watch. R

Peterson in hi* “Bird* Over 
America” states that southeast­ 
ern Arizona ha* more varieties 
of nesting birds than any other 
locality in this 
country. 
This 
sounded to us like a 
birders 
paradise and we made our en­ 
trance into this land through 
the little town of Portal. 
Portal is situated 
about 
"0 
miles northeast of Douglas, Ariz., 
near the New Mexican state line. 
Few maps show it. 
The settle­ 
ment lies at the mouth of Cave 
Creek Canyon where it debouch­ 
es onto the desert floor from out 
of the Chiricahua (pronounced 
cheery-cow) mountains. 
The town 
consists 
of 
two 
stores built under two enormous 
spreading sycamore trees, a small 
postoffice, an adobe school house, 
a gas pump and several 
small 
homes hidden under the trees 
up the canyon. The atmosphere 
is uncontaminated western. 
No 
dudes or tourists were obvious; 
no postcards or souvenirs were 
there to tempt any. 
The store­ 
keepers were more interested in 
conversation than in sales. 
AS IF TO CONFIRM our high 
hopes for good birding, we im­ 
mediately met an older couple 
who had just come for the same 
purpose. 
They were the Lock- 
erbies from 
Salt 
Lake 
City. 
Forty years ago he had worked 
as an itinerant photographer in 
the mining camps and 
saloons 
throughout Arizona 
and 
into 
Mexico. This trip was to renew 
old memories, look at birds and 
do a bit of picking around 
as 
they were also rock hounds. 
While the women folks 
were 
stocking up on supplies Charlie 
and I started birding back 
of 
the store in the dried creek bed. 
Almost at once I saw five dif­ 
ferent birds entirely new to me. 
In that area we totaled 22 spe­ 


cies. til but two being new to 
us. The kids in the meantime, 
what with 
the 
morning 
ride 
through the desert and the heat 
of mid-day, lolled around in the 
car and took little interest 
in 
anything. All they wanted to do 
was to go swimming. Upon in­ 
quiry we found that at the head 
of the canyon 
was 
a 
camp 
ground and a pool of water form­ 
ed by a 
dam. 
This 
sounded 
good to them and off we went 
up a rocky road through 
the 
canyon. 
WE ARRIVED there 
hungry 
about two in the afternoon in­ 
tending to eat and set up camp. 
To our great disappointment we 
found the pool 
unappetizingly 
full of green algae, the camp 
ground uneven, hot and dusty 
under a thin shade, and not 
a 
breeze stirring. The kids sat on 
benches with their heads in their 
hands—a picture of utter dejec­ 
tion. 
We decided to drive up higher 
to a place called Rustler Park. 
Rustler Park lies at an elevation 
of over 8000 feet and as a con­ 
sequence was about fifteen de­ 
grees cooler than Portal 
some 
3500 feet lower and 
seventeen 
twisting mountain-road miles a 
way. Die drive afforded excel­ 
lent views of forested mountain 
slopes, salmon-pink granite es­ 
carpments and the tawny New 
Mexican desert fading away into 
farther purple ranges. 
RUSTLER PARK is a couple 
of 
large 
mountain 
meadows, 
clothed with the fading blooms 
of wild 
iris, 
surrounded 
by 
slopes covered with large Pon­ 
derosa pine and 
Douglas 
fir* 
some with diameters of over four 
feet 
Under the trees bracken 
and blue lupine grew in 
pro­ 
fusion. 
A spring of cold water 
was at hand. Save for a ranger 
living out of sight in the area, 
we had the place to ourselves. 
Here again we met the Locker- 
bies and camped and birded with 
them for five days. 
As usual the kids set out to 
explore the mountain slopes. As 
dusk fell the 
boy* 
appeared. 
They said Mary had taken 
a 
trail that led to Barfoot Lookout 
wherever that was. We knew i 
would be dark before she coulc 
return and we had no idea how 
she would find the turnoff on the 
trail to get back to camp. Just 
as we were getting ready to set 
out to look for her, a cowboy on 
horseback followed by a train oil 
four pack mules laden with wat­ 
er canisters came winding down 
toward camp. He politely asked if 
we were the people who had a 
blonde daughter and said thai 
the folks at the lookout would 
see that she got back to camp 
all right

couples from time to time. Some 
of th em turn to outside h elp of a 
professional sort. Some of th em 
just ch ew it over with th eir indi­ 
vidual friends. And some try to 
take th e q uick and easy way out,' 
assuming marriage 's like a flat 
tire—th e only th ing to do is 
ch ange it. Depending on th e ele­ 
ments in th e case, any of th ese 
may be adeq uate or necessary . 
BUT FRED h ad a cousin wh o 
was 
engaged 
in 
a 
profession 
wh ich brough t h im into contact 
with a number of marital prob­ 
lems. So wh en h is cousin came 
to visit, Fred began to tell h is 
tale of woe. He h ad several com­ 
plaints about th e way in wh ich 
h is wife h ad failed in h er duty . 
Since th e first q ualification of 
a skilled counsellor is th e ability 
to listen well, th e cousin listened 
carefully and attentively . 
Wh en it seemed th at Fred h ad 
run th e course of h is complaint, 
th e cousin intervened, "You h ave 
brough t me into a situation wh ich 
certainly needs some h elp. I h ave 
known y ou and Helen for a long 
time, and in a number of situa­ 
tions. Wh at would y ou say were 
y our ex pectations 
of marriage 
wh ich Helen h as failed to meet? 
“ NOW DON'T start to repeat 
all th at y ou h ave been telling me. 
I’ll 
accept 
y our 
criticisms 
of 
Helen at th e moment. If y ou want 
me to, I’ll talk to Helen about h er 
failures or about h er conception 
of th e root of th e difficulties be­ 
tween y ou. But y ou and I cannot 
get any wh ere unless y ou know 
wh at y ou ex pect of y our wife, 
and th en y ou must decide to wh at 
ex tent Helen h as failed or suc­ 
ceeded." 
In most marital problems th ere 
is alway s a disposition to h eal 
th e h urt. Th e majority — like a 
cut on th e finger—h eal with out 
professional assistance. 
Some of 
th em—like an untended cutr—may 
become infected and req uire sur­ 
gery . But most of th em may be 
h ealed if th ey are brough t to at­ 
tention soon enough . 
BUT ONCE th e h eat of Fred’s 
bitterness was ex pressed, it was 
necessary to learn Fred’s own 
attitude 
toward 
h is 
marriage. 


Fred could not speak for Helen; 
it may h ave been necessary for 
th e cousin to talk to h er. Th ere 
are some persons, lawy ers, minis­ 
ters, general practice doctors, wh o 
can be of real assistance to th e 
troubled. One of th eir most im­ 
portant q ualifications is th at th ey 
must know wh en th ey are bey ond
